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President's  Annual   Report. 

To  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  of  Alfred  University: 

The  President  of  the  University  has  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  report  for  the  year  1897-98,  viz: 

college  of  liberal  arts. 
The  faculty  has  remained  throughout  the  year  as  appointed  by 
the  trustees  in  adopting  the  report  of  the  committee  on  teaching 
force,  with  the  exception  that  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  Professor  Martha  B.  Saunders  was  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  Miss  Gertrude  B.  Harris,  L.  B.,  of  Smith  College,  as  Instructor 
in  German  and  French,  and  that,  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  Professor  Henry  C.  Coon,  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Harman  S.  Cro^s.  A.  B.,  of  Colby  University,  as  Instructor  in  Physics 
and  Chemistry. 

The  more  complete  separation  of  the  Academy  from  the  Col- 
lege undertaken  a  year  ago  is  more  than  justified  by  the  results  of 
the  year's  work.  The  President's  highest  expectation  for  the  Col- 
lege enrollment  was  fifty  students.  To  his  gratification  the  enroll- 
ment of  College  students  for  the  year  was  seventy.  Twenty  of 
these  enrolled  last  fall  as  Freshmen.  Fifteen  out  of  the  twenty 
were  graduates  from  high  schools  and  came  here  prepared,  or 
nearly  prepared,  to  enter  College.  This  indicates  the  source  to 
which  we  must  look  for  patronage  in  the  future,  and  demonstrates 
what  can  be  done  when  the  College  tone  and  class  distinctions  are 
strictly  maintained. 

The  College  body  has  felt  itself  dignified  and  respected,  and 
the  Academic  body  seeing  itself  clearly  defined  in  its  relation  to 
educational  standards  has  been  inspired  to  complete  the  Academic 
Course  and  enter  college  as  regular  classmen.  It  has  also  enabled 
the  College  to  arrange  its  courses  after  the  methods  usually  adopted 
by  colleges,  freed  entirely  from  complications  with  the  Regents, 
and  from  restrictions  placed  upon  Academic  work  in  order  to  fit 
into  the  Regents'  grooves. 

It  has  also  placed  the  University  on  a  still  better  footing  with 
the  Regents  of  the  State  and  we  stand  in  the  best  possible  light 
at  Albany  as  will  be  seen  from  a  letter  just  received  from 
Chancellor  Upson  of  the  Regents,  which  I  will  read  later  in  this  re- 
port. 
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We  now  have  facilities  for  highly  specialized  work  in  Physics, 
and,  to  quote  the  words  of  the  late  Professor  Rogers,  "  the  best 
equipped  shop  for  scientific  work  that  I  [Professor  Rogers]  have 
any  knowledge  of."  The  work  of  the  Department  of  Industrial 
Mechanics  is  so  closely  allied  to  that  of  the  Department  of  Physics, 
especially  on  the  shop  work  side,  that  they  can  be  made  to  co  ope- 
rate to  their  mutual  advantage  ;  and  by  placing  the  Departments 
of  Mathematics  and  Industrial  Mechanics  in  the  Babcock  Hall  of 
Physics,  as  for  the  present  there  is  plenty  of  room  to  do,  it  will 
make  the  building  render  most  practical  and  needed  service,  and 
strengthen  all  of  these  departments  by  affiliating  each  with  the 
other. 

The  expense  for  salaries  for  both  Academy  and  College  has 
been  for  the  year  $10400  00,  or  about  $500  00  less  than  the  salar- 
ies for  the  teaching  force  of  last  year,  before  the  separation  was 
made. 

ALFRED    ACADEMY. 

The  Academy,  under  the  direction  of  Principal  Saunders,  has 
taken  up  its  work  under  the  new  order  with  less  difficulty  than  was 
anticipated,  and  has  achieved  quite  satisfactory  results.  It  labored 
under  difficulties  the  first  year  of  its  separate  organization  which  it 
will  never  have  to  meet  again.  Breaking  away  from  the  traditions 
of  the  past,  and  the  erroneous  impression  that  its  students  were 
real  University  students,  created  quite  a  little  uneasiness  in  some 
students  who  had  been  in  the  Academy  the  previous  year,  and  in 
some  of  the  patrons  who  had  not  seen  the  importance  of  such  a 
step.  The  uneasiness,  however,  soon  passed  away,  and  the  very 
satisfactory  results  of  the  year,  give  the  trustees  every  reason  to 
congratulate  themselves  in  the  great  progress  that  has  been  made. 

HEALTH  OF  STUDENTS. 

The  health  of  the  student  body  has  been  unusually  good. 
Only  one  death  has  occurred,  that  of  a  young  man  in  the  Academy 
who  fell  under  a  moving  railroad  train  and  was  killed. 

SOCIAL  LIFE  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  work  of  the  ladies' 
advisory  committee  appointed  three  years  ago.  In  a  variety  of 
ways  this  committee  has  contributed  largely  to  the  social  side  of 
student  life. 
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A  very  beautiful  reception  was  given  by  these  ladies  at  the 
home  of  their  chairman,  Mrs.  William  C.  Burdick.  This  reception 
was  given  to  all  members  of  the  University  and  was  the  most  de- 
lightful social  event  of  the  season. 

The  preceptress,  Miss  Toop,  has  added  much  to  the  charm  of 
life  in  Ladies  Hall  by  her  supervision  of  various  social  events  given 
by  the  students  there.  The  supervision  of  the  Hall  has  been  more 
satisfactory  than  for  some  years  previous. 

COMPETITIVE  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  plan  adopted  by  the  Trustees  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting 
of  offering  eighteen  free  scholarships,  to  be  awarded  on  competitive 
examination  was  thoroughly  advertised,  especially  by  Mr.  Corliss  F. 
Randolph  in  his  work  as  agent  for  the  University  Notices  of  the 
plan  were  published  in  many  of  the  local  papers,  and  it  has  been 
advertised  in  all  the  circulars  and  catalogues  of  the  year,  and  special 
circulars  were  issued  and  sent  out  about  two  weeks  before  the  ex- 
amination. The  President  also  corresponded  personally  with  all 
High  School  Principals  in  the  counties  in  which  scholarships 
were  offered.  The  examinations  occurred  Thursday,  June  9th. 
Three  candidates  appeared;  two  from  Bradford,  Pa.,  one  from 
Wellsville.  All  passed  creditable  examinations  ;  but  under  the  reg- 
ulations only  two  scholarships  could  be  awarded  ;  one  was  awarded 
to  Mr.  Coulston  of  Wellsville,  N.  Y.,  and  the  other  to  Miss  Rob- 
bins  of  Bradford,  Pa.  I  am  of  the  opinion  from  many 
letters  of  inquiry  that  the  requirement  that  each  candidate  be  fully 
prepared  for  college  kept  out  many  high  school  graduates  who 
would  have  been  greatly  pleased  to  try  for  the  scholarships.  Very 
few  high  school  graduates  are  fully  prepared  for  college,  and  I 
think  Alfred's  offer  of  prize  scholarships  will  prove  a  great  stimulus 
to  these  schools. 

BABCOCK    HALL   OF    PHVSICS. 

The  committee  on  the  Babcock  Hall  of  Physics  will  pre  sent  a 
full  report  setting  forth  the  work  done  by  the  committee  within  the 
year. 

I  desire  to  say,  however,  in  my  report  that  great  efforts  have 
been  exerted  by  many  members  of  this  committee,  and  the  work 
has  made  steady  progress,  though  the  raising  of  funds  has  not  ad- 
vanced so  rapidly  as  could  have  been  wished. 

Many  people  who   wish    to   contribute,   and    who    will    do    so 
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later,  have  so  far  been  unable  to  do  so.  The  building  has  cost 
more  money  than  was  expected,  and  the  work  of  raising  the  funds 
has  borne  very  heavily  upon  the  President. 

In  December,  1897,  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Babcock  Hall  Com- 
mittee and  the  Executive  Committee  was  held.  At  that  time  these 
committees  voted  to  request  the  President  to  go  into  the  field  as 
much  of  the  time  as  he  could  arrange  for  during  the  remainder  of 
the  year  and  solicit  funds  for  the  building  and  students  for  the 
school.       This  the  President  did  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 

The  President  has  been  absent  from  the  University  on  this 
business  during  the  year  about  142  days,  or  over  \]/2  months,  at  a 
cost  chargeable  to  the  University  of  $3 1 2.  The  result  of  his 
efforts  for  the  Hall  of  Physics  is  an  aggregate  subscription  of  about 
$2,500. 

About  fifty  high  schools  and  academies  have  been  visited  dur- 
ing the  year.  In  all  of  these  your  President  has  been  most  cor- 
dially received  and  shown  great  consideration,  and  urged  to  come 
again.  He  has  addressed  most  of  these  high  schools  and  aca- 
demies as  bodies,  and  in  this  way  has  addressed  not  less  than  five 
thousand  high  school  students  during  the  year. 

In  three  or  four  instances  I  have  met  on  these  visits  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Regents.  These  have  invariably  expressed 
themselves  with  great  satisfaction  that  Alfred  University  is 
pushing  out  into  this  sort  of  work. 

In  a  few  instances  I  have  been  able  to  interest  people  with  the 
thought  of  leaving  bequests  for  the  endowment  fund  of  Alfred. 
No  definite  results  can  be  reported,  yet  I  think  that  by  following  up 
these  leads  something  of  great  value  may  eventually  be  gained.  I 
believe  that  this  line  of  work  is  one  of  the  most  important  to  which 
the  President  can  devote  his  energies. 

PUBLIC  ESTIMATE  OF  ALFRED. 

The  public  has  a  very  optimistic  view  of  Alfred.  All  about  us 
people  are  speaking  our  praise  and  talking  of  the  great  prosperity 
we  are  enjoying. 

With  the  State  authorities  in  education  we  have  an  enviable 
reputation.  The  following  is  a  letter  received  last  Wednesday  from 
the  Hon.  Anson  Judd  Upson,  Chancellor  of  the  Regents  of  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York  : 
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"  Regents  Office,  Albany,  N.  Y.,  June  14,  1898. 
The  Reverend  Boothe  C.  Davis, 

President  of  Alfred  University. 
My  dear  Sir : 

I  deeply  regret  that  I  cannot  ac- 
cept your  invitation  to  be  present  at  the  dedication  of  the  New 
Scientific  Building  of  Alfred  University.  It  would  give  me 
great  pleasure  to  be  present  and  to  participate  in  the  impres- 
sive and  inspiring  exercises  of  the  occasion.  I  would  like  to 
be  present,  not  only  for  my  own  sake,  but  that  I  might  express 
officially  the  deep  interest  felt  by  the  Regents  of  the  University 
in  the  prosperity  and  usefulness  of  your  institution. 

We  congratulate  you,  heartily,  on  this  new  evidence  of 
your  substantial  growth.  It  will  enable  Alfred  University  to 
participate  more  fully  than  ever  before  in  the  scientific  work 
of  the  University  of  the  State.  Permit  me  to  say  also  that  the 
Regents  regard  your  institution  with  special  favor.  Your 
standards  have  always  been  high  and  you  have  lived  up  to 
them.  In  this  respect  your  reputation  in  the  Regents  office  is 
unsurpassed. 

Please  accept  for  yourself,  your  faculty  and  your  board  of 
trustees  our  heartfelt  congratulations  and  good  wishes. 
Very  respectfully  and  truly  yours, 

Anson  Judd  Upson,  Chancellor." 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  trustees  to  know  that  your  Presi- 
dent has  been  appointed  by  Chancellor  Upson,  within  the  year,  to 
membership  in  the  College  Council  of  the  State  of  New  York  for  a 
term  of  three  years.  The  Council  consists  of  five  men,  chosen 
from  representative  Colleges  of  the  State.  The  names  of  the  men 
composing  this  council,  and  the  Colleges  they  represent,  may  be 
found  in  the  official  publications  coming  from  the  Regents  office. 
This  appointment  confers  a  distinguished  honor  upon  Alfred  Uni- 
versity. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  educational  institutions  of  the  Middle 
States  and  Maryland,  held  at  Yassar  College,  Poughkeepsie,  X.  Y., 
November  27,  1897,  a  committee  of  five  College  Presidents  was 
appointed  to  prepare  a  plan  by  which  the  Colleges  of  America  may 
co-operate  in  securing  uniformity  throughout  the  country  in  re- 
quirements for  entrance  to  colleges  and  professional  schools,  and 
uniformity  of  requirements  for  graduation  from  them.     Your  Pres- 
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ident    had    the    honor   to    be  made  a  member  of  this  educational 
committee. 

PROSPECTS  FOR  THE  COMING  YEAR. 

So  far  as  can  be  judged  from  the  correspondence  received  up 
to  date,  the  prospects  for  the  entering  class  next  fall  is  very 
good. 

The  work  of  Mr.  Corliss  F.  Randolph  as  canvassing  agent 
during  vacation  months  has  been  bearing  its  fruits  and  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so.  I  have  had  special  occasion  to  know  this  fact  as  I 
have  followed  him  on  the  field. 

The  excellent  and  attractive  Annual  which  has  been  going  out 
freely  for  three  years  among  the  Alumni  and  prospective  students 
has  inspired  confidence  and  is  attracting  many  students  to  us. 

Added  to  this  is  the  very  attractive  Quarterly  Bulletin,  keep- 
ing the  attention  of  the  people  constantly  called  to  us. 

The  students  of  the  College  have  organized  a  publishing  asso- 
ciation, adopted  a  constitution,  and  are  preparing  with  the  opening 
of  next  school  year  to  begin  the  issue  of  a  Students'  Monthly,  en- 
tirely under  their  own  management. 

All  these  things  added  to  the  great  impetus  given  to  the  Uni- 
versity by  the  construction  of  the  Babcock  Hall  of  Physics,  seem  to 
give  great  promise  of  increasing  growth  and  prosperity. 

COMxMITTEES. 

There  has  been  no  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
during  the  year.  The  several  committees  have  labored  constantly 
and  faithfully  and  with  good  results  for  the  University,  as  will  be 
shown  by  their  reports  to  this  board. 

The  detailed  business  of  the  University  can  be  more  carefully 
and  thoroughly  done  through  these  committees  and  itemized  state- 
ments given  to  the  Treasurer  and  to  the  Board,  such  as  was  impos- 
sible when  it  all  devolved  upon  the  Executive  Committee  as  a  body. 
Much  credit  is  due  to  the  painstaking  work  of  the  Treasurer  in 
co-operating  with  these  committees.  It  is  safe  to  say  rhat  the  de- 
tails of  the  Institution's  business  were  never  so  well  in  hand  as 
they  are  at  the  present  time.  -  To  the  usual  routine  of  committee 
work  has  been  added  the  Babcock  Hall  enterprise,  which  has  laid 
upon  many  of  us  extra  labor  and  anxietv. 

NECROLOGY. 

The  University  has  sustained  many  and  great  losses  by  death 
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within  the  past  year.  Samuel  N.  Stillman,  an  ex-trustee,  died  Dec. 
1 8,  1897,  aged  85  years.  Mr  Stillman  had  served  the  University 
for  40  years  as  a  trustee  and  was  a  faithful  friend  and  patron  of  the 
school,  often  contributing  to  its  financial  as  well  as  to  its  moral 
support. 

William  M.  Saunders,  another  ex-trustee,  died  April  2,  1898, 
aged  84  years.  He  had  also  been  a  loyal  friend  to  the  University 
and  had  served  as  a  trustee  for  many  years. 

Martha  B.  Saunders,  A.  M.,  Professor  of  Modern  Lan- 
guages, died  January  25,  1898,  aged  54  years.  Professor  Saunders 
had  served  the  University  for  a  little  more  than  three  years  as 
Professor  of  Modern  Languages.  She  was  a  lady  of  rare  culture 
and  refinement,  and  possessed  marked  social  qualities.  As  a 
teacher  she  exhibited  marked  energy  and  enthusiasm.  Her  studies 
abroad  and  with  the  best  of  specialists  had  fitted  her  to  render  most 
acceptable  service  to  the  University.  She  was  greatly  beloved  by 
all  her  students  and  associates. 

William  Augustus  Rogers,  Ph.  D  ,  LL.  D.,  Babcock 
Professor  of  Physics  (elect),  died  March  1,1898,  just  one  month 
before  he  was  to  assume  the  duties  of  the  Professorship  of  Physics 
in  the  University.  Professor  Rogers  was  66  years  of  age.  He 
was  a  specialist  of  the  first  rank,  having  attained  international  fame , 
both  as  a  physicist  and  as  an  astronomer.  He  was  Professor  of 
Mathematics  in  Alfred  from  1858  to  1870.  He  was  assistant  in 
Harvard  observatory,  and  assistant  Professor  of  Astronomy  in 
Harvard  University,  from  1870  to  1886.  Since  1886  he  has  been 
Professor  of  Physics  and  Astronomy  in  Colby  University.  He  had 
felt  a  strong  desire  to  return  to  Alfred  University  and  had  made  a 
most  generous  offer  to  contribute  to  the  University  his  collection  of 
scientific  apparatus  and  mechanical  tools,  provided  an  appropriate 
building  could  be  built,  and  certain  funds  raised  to  equip  it.  The 
trustees  had  accepted  the  proposition  and  were  bringing  the  condi- 
tions rapidly  to  completion  when  death  took  from  us  this  truly 
great  man. 

Professor  Henry  Clarke  Coon,  M.  D.,  Ph.  D.,  died  May  9, 
1898,  aged  70  years.  For  twenty-six  years,  since  1872,  Professor 
Coon  had  served  the  University  most  faithfully  and  conscientiously 
as  Professor  of  Physics  and  Chemistry.  He  was  looking  forward 
with  much  pleasure  to  the  completion  of  the  Hall  of  Physics,  and 
to  the  appointment  of  a  specialist  in  that  department,  so  that  he 
might  devote  his  entire  time  to  his  own  chosen  specialty,  Chemis- 
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try.  Just  as  this  seemed  about  to  be  realized  after  long  years  of 
patient  and  self-sacrificing  toil,  death  claimed  him  and  he  laid 
down  his  beloved  work  for  another  to  take  up  and  carry  on. 

These  losses  from  the  faculty  have  brought  much  sorrow  to 
the  University.  They  have  added  to  the  responsibilities  of  the  re- 
maining members  of  the  faculty,  and  have  caused  much  anxiety  on 
the  part  of  the  President. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Registrar  to  the  President  is  an- 
nexed.

In  the  Theological  Department,  6  classes,  occupying  18  hours 
per  week,  were  taught  during  the  1st  Semester,  and  7  classes, 
occupying  21  hours  per  week,  during  the  2d  Semester. 

in  the  Academy,  24  classes,  occupying  125  hours  per  week, 
were  taught  during  the  1st  Semester,  and  25  classes,  occupying 
125  hours,  during  the  2d  Semester. 

The  quality  of  the  work  done  during  the  year,  as  shown  by 
the  percentages  earned  in  the  various  studies  is  exceptionally  good, 
and  the  number  of  failures  to  pass  final  examinations  has  been  less 
than  the  average  in  former  years.  This  seems  to  be  an  argument 
in  favor  of  the  plan  tried  in  the  college  this  year  more  largely  than 
ever  before,  of  extending  the  work  over  a  longer  period,  in  several 
subjects,  by  having  less  than  five  recitations  per  week,  and  thus 
being  enabled  to  carry  more  subjects  at  a  time.

LIBRARIANS  REPORT. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

The  following  report  concerning  the  use  and  growth  of  the 
library  during  the  past  year  is  respectfully  submitted: 

Faithful  use  has  been  made  of  books  in  the  library  by  students 
and  other  patrons.  This  use  cannot  be  reported  in  definite 
figures,  as  free  access  to  the  shelves  is  granted  to  all. 

There  have  been  drawn  from  the  library  during  the  year  5552 
volumes. 

Books  have  been  drawn  by  267  individuals. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  library  1106  volumes,  of  which 
270  were  purchased  and  836  presented. 

1776  pamphlets  have  been  added. 

These  additions  include  242  volumes  and  1069  pamphlets 
bequeathed  to  the  library  by  Professor  Henry  C.  Coon;  106  volumes 
and  388  pamphlets  from  the  library  of  the  late  Professor  William  A. 
Rogers,  presented  by  Mrs.  Rogers;  and  387  volumes  which  came 
as  a  bequest  of  Professor  Martha  B.  Saunders. 

The  whole  number  of  volumes  now  in  the  library  is  11693.

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  an  appropriation 

was   voted   to   provide   periodicals    for    the    reading-room,    thus 

relieving  the  lyceums  of  the  financial  support  of  the  reading-room 

which  has  been  assumed  by  them  for  some  years. 

From  this  appropriation  the  sum  of  $50  has  been  used  for 
the  purchase  of  periodicals.  Besides  this  there  have  been  received 
or  the  use  of  the  reading-room  a  balance  of  $30.29  from  the  Ly- 
ceums, and  fees  and  fines  amounting  to  $2.96.  $76.27  have  been 
expended  for  periodicals,  and  36  cents  for  postage.  Several 
newspapers  and  periodicals  are  regularly  contributed  to  the  read- 
ing-room. There  has  been  during  the  year  a  noticeable  increase  in 
the  number  of  valuable  periodicals  provided  for  the  reading-room# 
It  is  estimated  that  the  reading-room  is  used,  on  an  average,  by  fifty 
individuals  daily  while  school  is  in  session.  That  the  privileges  of 
the  reading  room  are  greatly  appreciated  is  also  indicated  by  the 
fact  that  3590  magazines  and  papers  have  been  drawn  during  the 
year.

The  particulars  in  regard  to  these  subscriptions  and  gifts   of 
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machinery  and  apparatus  have  been  printed  in  a  separate  circular 
and  are  not,  therefore,  repeated  here. 

Professor  Martha  B.  Saunders  remembered  Alfred  Uni- 
versity in  her  will  as  follows: 

"  14th.  To  Rev.  Wm.  C.  Daland  I  give  and  bequeath 
his  choice  of  one  half  of  my  books,  and  the  remainder  I  give  and 
bequeath  to  Alfred  University,  of  Alfred  Centre,  New  York." 

"  19th.  Should  there  be  any  money  coming  to  me  from 
the  French  Spoliation  claims  of  which  I  am  heir  through  the  will 
of  Dr.  John  W.  Gorham,  I  give  and  bequeath  the  same  to  Alfred 
University,  at  Alfred  Centre;  said  University  to  pay  all  the  expenses 
for  the  recovery  of  the  same." 

"  20th.  All  the  rest  and  residue  of  my  estate  which  I 
may  have  or  may  be  entitled  to  at  my  decease,  I  give,  devise  and 
bequeath  to  the  said  Alfred  University." 

Three  hundred  and  eighty  seven  volumes  have  been  received 
from  her  estate. 

Professor  Henry  C.  Coon  in  his  will  expressed  the  wish 
that  his  library  be  given  to  Alfred  University;  and  in  compliance 
therewith  his  widow  has  delivered  to  the  University  242  volumes 
and  1067  pamphlets.

time  to  time,  and  generally  to  co-operate  with  the  officers  and  other 
Committees  in  fostering  the  social  interests  of  the  University.
